Richard- 
fon^ to Will. Sherard, LL, D. C^ R. S. S. gmn^ 
a relation of a wonderful Fall of Water from 
a Spouty upon the Mores in Lancafliire. 

J Had an opportunity when in Lamajhire of vifiting a 
fecond time a vaft breach in the Ground^ which 
was made by a Spout, which fell upon Ermtt-more. 
The account I took of it when I firft faw it, I put into 
Writing ; and upon a fecond fnfpedion, finding it to be 
pretty exad, I thought a Tranfcripc of it, would not 
be ungrateful to you, which you may communicate to 
your Friends, and make what ufe of it you pleafe* 
You may depend on it as true. 

Tho' our printed Voyages of feveral parts of the 
World furnifli us with frequent accounts of damage 
done at Sea by Spouts of Water, yet fuch rarely hap- 
pening at Land, induc'd me to take the following Rela- 
tion of a remarkable one, which fell on Emm^mcre^ nigh 
C$Ib m Lmcafhire, on TMifdaj the jiof J»ve, 1718. abouc 
ten in the Morning: when feveral PerCbrjS who were im- 
ploy d in digging fr^r nigh the place where this Acci- 
dent happen d, upon a fudden were fb terrify*d with a» 
unufual noife in the Air, that they left their Work and 
ran Home, which was about a Mik from iht Place : Bur 
10 their great furprife they were iotcrcepr-d by Water : for 
a fmall brook in the Way was rlfen above Six Foot Per- 
pendicular m a few Minutes time, and had overBowa 
the Bridge* 

It is to be obferv'd, that there was no Rain at liia; 
time o.n Emm^ mcre^ only a Miit, which is ?€ry ffc^» 
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qyeitc upon thofe high Mouiitains in Summer timz- 
There mms a greac Darkiieis in the Place where the Wa^ 
tcr fell, withoai: either Hiiiocler or Lighctiing. fas I had 
my fnformaciofi from an Eye Wirnefsi The Meadows 
at Pf^kclite were fo much floated that the like had not 
been feen in fevcral Years before, rh® there it was a 
very bright Day. 

Upon this account, I went to view die Place where 
the V?atcr fell; tho* I bcliev'd this inundation mighi: 
proceed from an eruption of Water our of the fide 
of the iVIounraio : fuch being not unfrcquent, where 
Lead or Coal have been l*ug, but neicher have 
ever been fought for here. Upon approaching the Piace, 
I was {truck with miipeakable Horror, the Grqund was 
torn up' CO the very R.ock, where the Water fell, which 
was above Seven l-oot deep, and a deep Gulf made for 
above half a Mile, and vatt heaps of Earth call up on each 
fide of it, (ome pieces remaining yet above twenty Foct: 
over^ and fix or (even Foot thick. About ten Acres of 
Ground were deilroy'd by this Flood. The firft Breach 
where the Water fei'i is about lixry Foot over, and no 
appearance of any Eruption, the Ground being firm a* 
bout ir, and no Cavity appearing. 1 moft not forget 
to mention, that the Ground on each fide the Gulf was 
fo fliaken, that large Chajmes appeared at above 30 Foct 
diilance, which a few Days after I obferv'd the Shep- 
herds were filling up, leaft their Sheep fliould fall into 
chenit 
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
